Louie admifs 
pay-offs to

According to the San Francisco 
Chronicle，Ronald Louie admitted 
last Thursday before U.S. District 
Judge William Sweigert that he did 
lie to a federal grand jury investigat- 
ing gambling and police payoffs in 
Chinatown. 


Louie, indicted on perjury charges 
for denying knowledge of alleged pai 
gow and fan tan gambling games at 
600 Jackson 9t. and of alleged pay- 
offs to undercover officers. George 
Koniaris and Gurnie L. Cook，said 
in _ court that he deliberately_ lied 
“only because:I was scared for my 
family and for myself.””He added 
that “anybody in Chinatown who 


snitches on a person in a gambling 
.Or_ immigration matter 一 the tong 


gets Someone to kilihim.” 


Earlier in the week，according to 
Examiner and Chronicle reports， 
vice squad officer Robert Alberigi 
testified that each month Louie gave 
3$600 to him and his partner，Percy

tors at 763 Jackson St, and 43 Ross 
Alley. Alberigi stated that he turned 
over his share of the money ($300) to 
the FBI, while Cooksy allegedly kept 
his，Cooksy is one of four other 
persons indicted in the case.

Louie stated:“In Chinese style, I 
put the 3400 in a red envelope which 
means good luck' and Iput it in the 
cigar box， Cook reached in and 
picked up the money and George 
(Koniaris) reached in and picked up 
the cigars.， He asked me when 工 
wanted to pay again.” 


Asked by Assistant U.S. Attorney 
Robert Ward 让 he had ever paid 
bribes to police officers other than 


"Koniaris and Cook，Louie refrained 


from answering Upon advice from 
his attorney, Charles Garry, that his 
answer could lead to further prose- 
cution as well as endanger his per- 
Sonal Safety. 

Judge Sweigert overrujled Garry' S$ 
objection and stated that he would 
consider the possibility of a con- 
tempt charge against Louie after 
Louie refused to_comply with his 
order to answer the question.

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FBI QUESTIONS 
CHINA _ RETURNEES 


7je Jaspizgtor Post recently 
revealed that the FBI has been dis- 
creetly questioning Americans 
returned from visits to the People's 
Republic of China. 

According to the Post report, the 
questioning is for national security 


Purposes， Subjects _ selected “for 
questioning，the Post said， are 
usually Chitese-Americans OFr 


others“who have openly expressed 
sympathy for the，Communist 
government of Mainland China.” 

A_ check with the local FBI office 
here confirmed the Post report， 
According to .a reliable source， 
about one-third or half of the adult 
American travelersliving in the Bay 
Area who returned from visits to 
China last year have been ques- 
tioned by the FBI. 

The source said that the FBI did 
not follow guidelines in areas Such 
as ethnic origin or political back- 
ground in selecting Subjects for 
questioning. Only“knowledgeable 
persons are questioned，he said. 


NATIONAL SECURITY 

He described the program as an 
outgrowth of the Practice of FBI 
questioning refugees immigrating to 
Amertica from China Prior to the 
improvement of relations between 
the two_ countries in recent years. 
The questioning is a part of the 
overall intelligence-gathering opera- 
tion which funnels information of 
interest to national security to the 
President's National Defense Board 
in Washington.， 

The source conceded that the 
questioning of travelers has not been 
vety effective in terms of gathbhering 
information，simply because there 
are more and more Americans going 
to and returning from China each 
year. But，he said，the Program is 
continuing until eventually 革 
“dwindles out.”

Americans for Community Invdlve- 
nient. 

According toJACL, their requests 
to Bay Area radio stations to refuse 
air time to thecomimercial spot were 
fairly successful.“We_ have recelved 
letters _ from KGO，KNBR，KYA 
and KFRC, stating their agreement 
with our position and .cooperation,” 
said JACL executive director David 
Ushio last week. “We just learned 
thatKCBS and KSAN were stations 
that had initially refused to use the 
commercial because they found it in 
bad taste,，he added. The offending 
commercial had been aired on more 
than 63 radio stations in Northern 
California since January 14.
